1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-18 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art whether taken singularly or in 
combination, especially when these limitations are considered within the specific combination 
claimed, to teach: an electrically erasable and programmable memory comprising: control and 
refresh means, among others as claimed in independent claim 1, are arranged for erasing a 
counter after reaching a maximum counting value that is chosen, when this maximum counting 
value is reached, memory cell of the counter have undergone a number of electrical stress cycles 
that is at the most equal to a determined number. Method for controlling and for refreshing 
memory cells comprising step of advancing the count on a control and refresh counter that is 
integrated into each sector of the memory each time memory cells linked to the bit lines of the 
sector undergo electrical stress cycle, and among others as claimed in independent claim 1 1 .
